Here’s a little from Mat Amador regarding his 2Es reception: “This is my first post on WTFDA, so 
allow me to introduce myself briefly. My name is Mat, otherwise known as N6AVI, or my online alias, 
"SkyWaveBirdDXx" | reside here in Southern California, in a little town called Palmdale. | have been 
doing FM DX for the last three years, and it's been an exciting hobby to get into. 


I'd like to inform this forum of a multi-hop Sporadic-E catch | have got recently. On May 26, 2021, 
at 4:54 PM local [2354 UTC] during a really strong and bizarre opening on FM during May, | 
happened to catch WBVM from Tampa, Florida. Distance has been found to be 2,153 mi, or 3,465 
kilometers. Confirmation: RDS with valid Pl code on SDR which was used during the event.” 


And then in June another FM Dxer in Moses Lake, WA reported double hop reception of WBVM 90.5 
at 2:35pm (PDT) at 2377 miles on June 16". The reception was made using a SPARC SHD-TX2 
portable with extended whip antenna. The Dxer supplied a photo of his the SPARC’s RDS display 
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which we include here. Imagine that! He heard double hop FM Es using a portable radio with the 
built-in whip extended. 


Here’s a note from Leslie Wood (NY): “Hi, I'm a fellow member of WTFDA, having just joined this 
past May! I'm also a member of the NRC, longtime member since 1993! | remember first joining 
WTFDA, in the summer of 1994, when | received physical VUD's, and you were HQ‘d in Buffalo, New 
York. | remember corresponding with WTFDA member, Bill Nedjeny at the time! “ 


We have new WTFDA member Paul Logan and another remarkable Es reception from Northern 
Ireland...” Checking IQ files of the end of the opening to Greenland today a station fades up on 
90.7 for a few seconds with a radio canada. ca email address. Checked against the online show 
recording from Ici Musique and bingo it fits! Think it's this: 


90.70 1401 CAN’ CBRX-FM-3, Riviére-du-Loup (QC) yl with "radiocanada.ca" email address, 
brief. Fits online recording of show 4261km 


89.5 from the same site is blocked for me but had it been Sherbrooke QC then 89.7 would have 
been in too and it wasnt. So | think I'm going with Riviere Du Loup - the larger powered closer 
transmitter. 


I'm very surprised at this reception. Not only that it happened but that it was such a southerly path 
at the same time as GRL. 


Does anyone know if there are any other “Ici Musiques on that frequency but further north? 
So thats TA - 5 to North America from here and 2 to the Caribbean since 2003. 


Not to be outdone, here’s another great one from Bryce Foster...Puerto Rico FM to Mashpee, MA 
(which is on Cape Cod)... 


June 16th 2021 - 2x Es - MA to Puerto Rico 
Things have come full circle as my second lifetime 2x Es catch is the exact inverse path of my first 
one (first 2x Es is pinned on the forum, from Puerto Rico to Canadian Maritimes, however that 
opening started with a sports signal on 96.3 that | believe was WEII-FM, one of my current locals). 


| noticed on DXMaps a good amount of Es from MA and ME to Puerto Rico... without a lot of other 
activity | swung south and rolled SDR IQ recordings from 88-95 MHz hoping maybe I'd catch a fadeup. 
Sure enough, | loaded the IQ back up about an hour later and found a 2 minute fadeup with 3 
signals; 88.1, 89.7 and 90.5. 


88.1 programming was Spanish Christian music, “Vamos A Salir a la Calle" by Alay Music ft. 
Gilberto Daza. RDS did trigger for this one, a bogus code of FFFF. | suspect this was WCRP-FM 
Guayama, PR. This is not noted in the WTFDA DB, and while | was in Puerto Rico in 2020, this 
station was running a different bogus PI code.

89.7 was my positive ID. Jazz programming, a nice signal over a weak WGBH off the back of 
my antenna. No audio ID, but RDS including PI and PS information came through strong with 
WRTU's data, consistent with what | saw last year while in PR.

Earlier this week | also logged 88.1 Primera in 
Dominican Republic, and 96.7 CMBD-16 in Cuba. So I'm on a roll in the Carribean! Looking forward 
to more... this is definitely the most interesting direction for long haul rare DX here. Cheers

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The Termination Event

June 10, 2021: Something big may be about to happen on the sun. “We call it the Termination Event,” says 
Scott McIntosh, a solar physicist at the National Center for Atmospheric Research (NCAR), “and it’s very, very 
close to happening.” 


If you’ve never heard of the Termination Event, you’re not alone. Many researchers have never heard of it 
either. It’s a relatively new idea in solar physics championed by McIntosh and colleague Bob Leamon of the 
University of Maryland — Baltimore County. According to the two scientists, vast bands of magnetism are 
drifting across the surface of the sun. When oppositely-charged bands collide at the equator, they annihilate (or 
“terminate”). There’s no explosion; this is magnetism, not anti-matter. Nevertheless, the Termination Event is a 
big deal. It can kickstart the next solar cycle into a higher gear.

“Tf the Terminator Event happens soon, as we expect, new Solar Cycle 25 could have a magnitude that rivals the 
top few since record-keeping began,” says McIntosh. 
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This is, to say the least, controversial. Most solar physicists believe that Solar Cycle 25 will be weak, akin to the 
anemic Solar Cycle 24 which barely peaked back in 2012-2013. Orthodox models of the sun’s inner magnetic 
dynamo favor a weak cycle and do not even include the concept of “terminators.” 


“What can I say?” laughs McIntosh. “We’re heretics!” 


The researchers outlined their reasoning in a December 2020 paper in the research journal Solar Physics. 
Looking back over 270 years of sunspot data, they found that Terminator Events divide one solar cycle from the 
next, happening approximately every 11 years. Emphasis on approximately. The interval between terminators 
ranges from 10 to 15 years, and this is key to predicting the solar cycle.

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Above: The official forecast for Solar Cycle 25 (red) is weak; McIntosh and Leamon believe it will be more like 
the strongest solar cycles of the past. 


“We found that the longer the time between terminators, the weaker the next cycle would be,” explains Leamon. 
“Conversely, the shorter the time between terminators, the stronger the next solar cycle would be.” 


Example: Sunspot Cycle 4 began with a terminator in 1786 and ended with a terminator in 1801, an 
unprecedented 15 years later. The following cycle, 5, was incredibly weak with a peak amplitude of just 82 
sunspots. That cycle would become known as the beginning of the “Dalton” Grand Minimum. 


Solar Cycle 25 is shaping up to be the opposite. Instead of a long interval, it appears to be coming on the heels 
of a very short one, only 10 years since the Terminator Event that began Solar Cycle 24. Previous solar cycles 
with such short intervals have been among the strongest in recorded history. 


These ideas may be controversial, but they have a virtue that all scientists can appreciate: They’re testable. If 
the Termination Event happens soon and Solar Cycle 25 skyrockets, the “heretics” may be on to something.

| think the owners of WDMY-LP in Toledo are being optimistic, when they ask the FCC to waive the off- 
over-a-year rule. They believe the station has been off for 4-1/2 years. They argue it’s a result of the 
repack. Some stations have successfully made that argument, but over silent periods exceeding a 
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year by weeks, not years. But these days, you never know! 
(Indeed, the Commission promptly granted their request & a permit to convert to digital on ch. 6.) 
PESSIMISM 


TV licenses in Indiana, Kentucky, and Tennessee expire on August 1%. Renewal applications are due 
four months in advance - in this case on April 1°. Five stations failed to file. Filing a renewal 
application during July will (probably) save their licenses but with at least an admonishment if not a 
fine. 


Three of the five do not have a digital authorization and will be required to shut down on July 13". 
(but could presumably return to the air at a future date if they file a digital application by the 13" and 
a license renewal by the end of the month) WVVK-LP has a permit to convert to digital on channel 26, 
and WETV is operating in digital on channel 11.

They didn’t stay long. All three stations have filed to move to new sites. (three different sites...) 
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TO DTV OR NOT TO DTV 


A month (and two days) before the final deadline for analog LPTV, the FCC has released a list of LPTV 
stations that do not yet have a digital permit. These stations have been urged to immediately file for 
one - or their analog licenses will be automatically canceled on July 13". All digital permits issued to 
stations currently operating in analog will expire on that date as well. Stations which cannot 
complete their digital facilities by then must file for an extension - and then go dark on the 13", until 
digital facilities are complete. 


The list of not-ready-for-digital LPTVs appears elsewhere in this VUD. It is based on official FCC data 
as of June 9"; notes are based on my own observations past that date. 


Fifteen stations in Alaska have been granted permission to remain in analog until Jan. 10", 2022. The 
State of Alaska cannot complete digital conversion on time. The FCC has traditionally waived certain 
rules for stations in rural Alaska. These areas are sparsely populated; difficult to reach; have difficult 
construction conditions and short construction seasons; and are far enough from population centers 
that failure to strictly comply with lower-48 technical standards won’t interfere with anything.

FRANKENFM SURVIVAL? PART 2 


Last month, we reported KBKF-LD San Jose, like several other stations on channel 6, requested 
permission to leave their analog aural carrier in operation while converting the video signal to digital. 
This doesn’t work in ATSC 1.0. (and the FCC has not granted anyone’s request) The ATSC 1.0 digital 
signal occupies the entire 6MHz channel. You could potentially notch out enough of the video signal 
at the top to fit in analog audio - but then, no ATSC 1.0 receiver could decode the video. 


ATSC 3.0 is different. KBKF believes they can notch out 491KHz at the top of the channel & fit in an 
aural signal without precluding decoding of the ATSC 3.0 digital signal. 


FCC staff seems leery but not entirely unwilling to entertain this experiment. Last month, | reported it 
was unlikely KBKF’s application would be granted - but | was wrong. They will be allowed to try it, 
with seven conditions: 


1) The aural signal must be broadcast on 87.75MHz. Arguably, the loophole in the analog 
regulations that allowed “FrankenFM” operation allowed use of any frequency between 82.1 
and 87.9MHz for the aural signal. That will not be the case for KBKF. 

2) The STA may be modified or terminated if interference is caused; any of the other six 
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conditions are violated; or for any other reason. 

3) The audio and video signals must reach similar populations. The same loophole that 
allowed analog operation anywhere between 82.1 and 87.9MHz arguably also permitted 
operating the aural transmitter at any power level up to that equal with the video transmitter. 
(the aural transmitters of analog full-power stations were limited to 22% of video power) 
Arguably this condition would limit the power of the analog audio signal. Although, if a 
sufficiently robust Physical Layer Pipe (PLP) were configured for the ATSC 3.0 signal, the digital 
coverage could possibly compare well to the audio. 

4) Areport must be submitted in 90 days, and again in 180 days, detailing any reports of 
interference to other stations. It must also report any interference that the analog audio 
causes to KBKF’s own digital signal; and it must demonstrate compliance with condition #3 
above. 

5) KBKF must provide at least one stream of synchronized video/audio programming on 
the digital signal on a 24/7 fulltime basis. 

6) During the STA, KBKF’s technical facilities may not be modified. 

7) During the STA, the license may not be sold. 


It will be interesting to see what happens here. If this works, one might expect most other channel 6 
LPTVs to opt to convert to ATSC 3.0 in order to continue operating at FrankenFMs. | would not expect 
to see full-power stations do this. | think condition #1, requiring operation on 87.75MHz, will limit the 
utility of the analog audio side of this operation. Most FM radios tune to 87.9MHz and some to 87.7. 
(and even 87.5) However, almost none tune to 87.75. Most will provide intelligible reception of this 
off-frequency signal but some distortion is likely. 


As of deadline, two other (commonly-owned) channel 6 LPTVs have requested similar STAs. Neither 
application includes the seven conditions, but one might expect the Commission to impose them. 
Both requests specify 87.7MHz (not 87.75) but again, one might expect the Commission to require 
87-75; 


FRANKENFM SURVIVAL PART 3 


On a related note, | received an email from Jampro, a manufacturer of broadcast antennas. The email 
was advertising a product called the “Sidekick”. It’s a combiner that allows connecting an ATSC 3.0 
TV transmitter on channel 6, and an FM radio transmitter on 87.7MHz, to the same antenna without 
interaction. This device is specifically marketed towards the type of operation KBKF plans. 


DISAPPEARING QUEBECOIS 


CKRT-DT and its relays have requested revocation of their licences effective August 31%. On that date 
their Radio-Canada (“French CBC”) affiliations will expire. The same company owns stations affiliated 
with the two private French-language networks TVA (CIMT-TV ch. 9) and Noovo. (CFTF-TV ch. 29) With 
no other networks to choose from, they have elected to close CKRT.

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Analog LPTVs remaining in June 2021

On July 13", all analog LPTV and translator licenses will be canceled. A bit more than a month in advance, 
the FCC released a list of stations likely to be affected. I reproduce that list below. 


Stations highlighted in the list may not, in fact, disappear. 


Most have Digital Companion Channels. (DCC) A DCC is in fact a separate license. So, for example, if 
KISBZ’s DCC is granted, the KI5BZ license will indeed be canceled — but the new channel 34 station will 
carry the same programming, in digital mode. There are more Digital Companion Channels than listed 
below. It’s relatively easy to locate a DCC application for an all-letters callsign like KNIK-LP. The callsign 
will be the same as the analog facility. That’s not the case for number-letter calls like KI13SH. The DCC 
callsign will be different, making the DCC difficult to locate. 


APP DTV or CP DTV means the station has applied for (or received a permit for) conversion to digital on 
either the same channel (see KI0MB) or a different channel. (see KIOOB) In these cases there is only one 
license.
